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Tabor Students Enjoy Clear Day 
Mattapoisett Land Trust 
By Mick Colageo 

Nature hides in plain sight and when discovered, 
brings unexpected rewards. 

That was the collective sentiment on April 19 
when approximately 20 students and three staff from 
Tabor Academy joined the Mattapoisett Land Trust as 
volunteers to help clean out a new walking trail on a 
parcel of land acquired last year by the MLT. 

The contingent heard from the Mike Huguenin 
before splitting up into groups on a trail that needed 
stumps pulled, protruding limbs clipped and many 
drum-sized segments of a tree chain-sawn by Paul 
Osenkowski carried to wet areas for strategic placement 
ensuring the continuation of the new walking trail. 

“I think I needed this break from coursework and 
everything,” said Fred Lin, an 18-year-old junior from 
Dalian, China who was working alongside 15-year-old 
sophomore Carl Qiu of Beijing. 

“This is a pretty cool experience for us, to explore 
the nature,” said Qiu, for whom the experience was not 
a regular part of growing up. “Not really, because in 
Beijing, it’s more like an urban place. It’s a pretty special 
experience to, like, do something like this in a school 
day.” 

“It’s kind of like needed in a way. It’s very ... 
therapeutic. Being outside is really nice. The weather’s 
good too. It’s not too hot, it’s not too cold, kind of 
perfect,” said Camila Diaz, a Tabor Academy junior from 
New Jersey. “I think this is the first one this year where 
we have gone out, trying to help the community in this 
sense. Usually, it would just be a beach cleanup nearby.” 

Diaz, who also participated when Special 
Olympics athletes visited the Tabor campus for activities 
in the fall, said even some of the classwork at Tabor takes 
the students outside. 

“We'll go to the waterfront and have a look

around, take some samples, things like that,” she said, 
noting her interest in pursuing study in environmental 
science. 

Freshmen Charlie Webb of Barnstable and Nick 
Parks of Marion worked together, yanking stumps out 
of the hard ground. It was their second workday of the 
academic year, having spent some hours in the fall on a 
Massachusetts potato farm. 

Both students play soccer in the fall. Webb 
wrestled in the winter, and Parks played hockey. Baseball 
and sailing divide them in the spring, but Webb wants 
to give hockey another try next year. “If I kept playing 
hockey, this would have been my 10th year. I miss it,” he 
said. 

According to Andrew McCain of the Tabor 
Admissions office, the entire student body was engaged 
in the spring-season service day on April 19 in various 
activities. 

“We're all over the place,” said McCain, who 
brought a group he has worked with throughout the 
school year to the MLT’s path-clearing event. “Today, 
we’re using those groups to do community service. So it’s

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three faculty members here with three different groups.” 

Tabor Academy was also represented on the path 
by Stephanie Whitworth, Tabor’s director of Financial Aid 
and Coke Whitworth, Tabor’s photography teacher and 
boys’ basketball coach. 

The school holds two service days per academic 
year, one in the fall and one in the spring. On a monthly 
basis, students join their Tabor Experience Group for an 
extracurricular activity. While most students are playing 
sports at a competitive or recreational level, a community- 
service group in all three seasons serves as a cocurricular 
alternative. 

“Part of this was the faculty members have a 
relationship with community-service organizations, so 
we try to make that the first way to do it. Stephanie knew 
Mike, and Steph and I work together in the Admissions 
office,” explained McCain. 

The land, a priority habitat for the Eastern Box 
Turtle, became available after it had been owned for two 
decades by a couple of men who had designs on building 
homes there until one of them moved to Florida. 

Huguenin estimates that the property 
theoretically could have hosted two residential, buildable 
lots. He said there are “plenty of dry places” on the land 
but acknowledged severe financial challenges in accessing 
such a site and conducting infrastructural responsibilities. 

The MLT bought the 14-acre plot in 2022 for 
$110,000. Together with two donated acres, the 16-acre 
site connects to pathways previously established by the 
MLT and also by abutting resident Kimberly Ward, who 
was thrilled to participate in a clearing effort that would 
connect the MLT’s emerging path to one she had cut on 
her own property. 

While Qiu would compete later that day as a 
number-three doubles player on Tabor’s tennis team in 
a home match against Belmont Hill, Lin recently took up 
filming the lacrosse team. 

“T basically go to every game and I’ve got film, 
their highlights and clips, and then post it on Instagram 
and YouTube. I think that’s pretty important for the team, 
and also it’s a really interesting thing to do because not 
a lot of people are doing it.

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‘Old Days’ in the City 
Thoughts on...

My friend Andy lives out in the country where 
the deer roam his back yard, and the antelope play. 
Just kidding, there are no antelope. But a rafter of wild 
turkeys do visit from time to time. Truth be told, he 
lives just across the harbor from the town wharf, but the 
country is what he calls his wooded environs. 

Every once in a while, usually on a sunny day, 
he ventures into “the city,” which is what he calls our Master Plumber #15569 - Licensed Men 
humble village, in his antique roadster convertible to 
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access any changes that have occurred since his last visit. 
Which is to say not many. He and I have been around 
these parts for much of the three-quarters of a century 
that we have lived (yikes!) 

On second thought, there has indeed been much 
change in “the city.” 

When Andy and I grew up, the population 
hovered around 2,000. Between the two of us, it seemed 
as though we knew most everyone. Now it is over 6,500, 
and we hardly know anybody. You could walk down 
Church Street and always see someone you knew. It 
seemed as though we knew every kid, their parents, their 
grandparents, and their cousins, cats and canaries. We 
knew all the police officers and the firefighters, the folks 
down at the post office, the schoolteachers, the butcher, 
the baker ... and even most of the summer people. Not 
anymore. 

Walk past the Congregational Church and you’d 
pass Enoch Winslow’s boat shop at the corner of Barstow 
Street to arrive at E.A. Walsh’s General Store across from 
Center School. The building looked like it was ready to 
collapse, the floor was rickety and the candy was there for 
the stealing. A nice cottage sits on that spot now. 

You could grab a 25-cent greasy hamburger 
at Tony’s PX. After many incarnations, it was torn 
down, and a nice house replaced it. It was next to my 
dad’s barber shop where old men would gather to 


solve the world’s problems. They called themselves the 
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Professional Loafers Club, an apt name for this batch 

of “townie” retirees. Next door to the barber shop was 
the Washburn house with its grand front porch where 
teenage boys would sit drinking RC Colas and toss the 
empty bottles into the alley between the buildings, which 
became known as Glass Alley. 

The Post Office was next door with rows of brass 
mailboxes with combination locks and a tiny, barred 
window where you could buy stamps. It moved on up to 
Route 6 across the street from the Cape Cod Cabinet Shop 
builders of fine cabinetry. I can still remember the smell of 
freshly sawn wood. Webster Bank rests there now. 

Across the highway was the Big 3 Hardware 
store, now a “mall” which houses a restaurant, a small 
market and assorted shops. I worked in the hardware 
store one day ... literally. It was a boring job, so I quit to 
work at the Hagen Toy Factory, which was next to the old 
fire station and is now offices. It was an awful job. Live 
and learn. Later I worked for a local carpenter building 
houses. Maybe all the growth and change may be partly 
my fault. 

Back in the village past the old Post Office was 
Sylvia’s Grocery, with its hand painted “specials” signs 
hanging in the windows. It is now a residence. So is 
Romeo’s liquor shop down by the wharf across from the 
Holiday House, which became the Mattapoisett Inn, then 
the Kinsale Inn and is now the Inn on Shipyard Park. 

The building where old Dr. Mysliwy, our dentist, 
practiced his torture with a hammer and chisel in an old 
cast-iron chair with only the view out the back window as 
anesthesia, became a health food store, then a bookstore, 
then a bakery, and is now the new general store. 

The police station was in the basement of the 
Town Hall across the street from a hardware store, 
which became Ed Vallador’s antiques store, which later 
became Hal Peterson’s coin shop. Hal had a radio talk 
show on WBSM and lived across from the tennis courts. 
The shop was turned into rental housing and is now 
condominiums. The village was bustling. 

The Universalist church is now apartments. It 
was across the street from the Presto Press, The Wanderer’s 
predecessor. Frank’s Market, which was on the highway 
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the best players. Which is why we've 
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oy 
near the butcher shop (which is now a pizza restaurant) 
and was no bigger than a small Dunkin’ Donuts, became 

a small Dunkin’ Donuts and is now a florist shop. The 
Dunkin’ Donuts moved to where an A&P Supermarket 
stood, which was built on the old town dump, which was 
followed by a Salvation Army store and now shares space 
with a 7-Eleven. 

Meiling’s Chinese restaurant, which was across 
the street from the Pilot House Diner, and all six houses 
(recently torn down) next to it are all gone. Larriviere’s 
drug store at the corner of Route 6 and Main Street 
became many things including a deli, a tile store and is 
now the Tastebuds Bistro. The field out back of my house 
where the circus used to set up now has a funeral home 
perched upon it, more condominiums, the police station, 
and our new fire station. Got all that? 

Thankfully, I know of a couple of things that 
haven’t changed. My friend Andy and me. We look 
exactly the same as we did in high school. I swear it. 
Besides, there aren’t many folks left around we know who 
can say otherwise.

Stromoski 
had a dream. He 
wanted to draw and 
tell funny stories 
through his artwork. 
He was enraptured 
by Charles Schulz 
and thrilled by what 
he eagerly consumed 
from MAD magazine 
as a youth, but it 
was a grade-school 
teacher who really 
helped Stromoski 
explore the depth of 
his burgeoning talent. The teacher made a deal with the 
young Stromoski: If he did his schoolwork and kept his 
grades up, she’d allow him free time to draw. He had to 
keep a B-average. He scored an A. BINGO! 

But when it came to moving on into the higher- 
education phase of life, college was not for Stromoski. 
Coming from a family of 12 children, tuition for college 
was out of the question anyway. 

“I studied everything from books and artist’s 
magazines,” he said. “(MAD magazine) had no sacred 
cows, everything was on the plate. There were about 
12 artists, and they were all my heroes.” He said each 
artist had their own style, thus he learned a variety of 
techniques and methods for not only drawing comic 
pieces but finding the humor to deliver it in his own way 
to the public. 

“Ideas come from first and foremost focusing 
on one thing, (such as) word play, drawing cliches ... 
cartoonists tell stories with or without words.” 

Stromoski is the creator of the popular strip 
“Soup to Nutz.” He explained the process for submitting 
cartoons to publishers and newspaper syndicates and the 
thrill of receiving his first paycheck, the princely sum of 
7 dollars. But that didn’t matter, he was doing what he

believes he was always meant to do, create humor out of 
everyday life. 

Like so many who have gone before him, 
Stromoski gets his best ideas from his own, rather large 
family. “Dinnertime in a family of twelve is like a zebra 
running on the Serengeti!” he said. 

The tools of his trade may have changed over the 
decades, but the origin of humor remains much the same 
— people. 

Today, instead of drawing on paper using inks 
and colored pencils, Stromoski uses digital software. 

“It’s an amazing tool,” he said, explaining that using a 
touchpad is much like traditional drawing methods, only 
more forgiving. “It’s improved production.”

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There is a major downside, however. “We don’t 
produce original works of art,” he said. Today, drawings 
done by famous cartoonists can earn vast sums, but the 
art market is a fickle creature. “People don’t really buy 
that much anymore.” 

What has happened with the advent of computer 
graphics is the speed with which cartoons can be created, 
freeing up artists to do other artistic pursuits. For 
Stromoski, that is producing graphic novels. 

This genre of publication is on the rise and is 
giving cartoonists a new place to create, not only the 
single-pane gag but full, two-page spreads with a story 
line that captures the attention of the young and or the 
young at heart. It is also saving careers. 

Stromoski lamented the slow death of print 
media at not only killing off news, especially at the local 
level, but also the outlet by which cartoonists reached 
an audience. But the graphic novel is filling that void. 
Where his comic strip “Soup to Nutz” enjoyed 18 years 
entertaining its followers, now through the graphic-novel 
format Schnozzer and Tatertoes have come alive. 

He said the target age for his graphic novels is the 
six to nine-year-old camp, but I reckon anyone who likes 
the silly, weird or just plain funny stuff will want to tag 
along with these characters as they (as his promotional 
material asserts) “... TAKE A HIKE ... an epic journey 
as they encounter killer bees, quicksand, angry bears 
and even nose spiders (Sterling Publishing Company, 
Incorporated 2023.)”

Eversource Seeks Support for 
Carbon-Neutral Goal 
Marion Select Board

By 2030, the utility company Eversource wants all 
of its operations to be carbon neutral. 

Through one program, they are asking 
neighboring communities — Fairhaven, Acushnet, Marion, 
Mattapoisett and Rochester — to be a part of the first steps 
toward that movement. 

Ryan Earle and Maija Benjamins, representatives 
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from Eversource, met with Marion Select Board members 


on April 19 to discuss these plans. 

Earle and Benjamins informed the board that it 
and other towns would be part of a study that will cause 
consumer bills in these five communities to spike by 25 
cents. Revenue generated from this and other sources 
will allow solar developers to offset their costs toward 
developing solar energy. All Eversource customers in 
these communities will be billed the extra 25 cents each 
month. 

With more solar and clean energy available, 
consumers in these towns will also be able to tap into 
the system to offset energy bills, according to Earle and 
Benjamins.

Benjamins said Eversource is working with the 
state and the federal government for funding and support 
to not only increase the number of solar projects but to 
increase the offshore and other wind projects. 

Eversource plans on using some of this revenue 
to make $119 million in infrastructure improvements, 
including its transformers, lines and substations. 

“We'll be doing a lot of work on the poles and 
wires you see in the streets,” Earle said. 

The program is estimated to generate 348 
megawatts in solar energy. 

“Electricity rates will decrease when we are no 
longer relying on things that are driven by gas and fuel 
and how much is being used. Solar and offshore wind will 
be a consistent source of energy,” Benjamins said. 

Benjamins said the presence of electric cars has 
shifted the dynamic, calling on more electricity from the 
grid. 

Select Board member Toby Burr said there is one 
solar project in town that is stalling due to interconnection 
fees. 

Earle said the program is designed to fast-track 
some of these projects, allowing more clean energy to 
come into the community. 

By 2050, Eversource and the state Department of 
Energy Resources hope to dramatically increase offshore 
and onshore wind usage, as well as solar. 

In fact, Benjamins said Eversource is looking at 
land in Mattapoisett for a wind-energy opportunity. 

Select Board members asked for period updates 
on this program and the project. 

In other board news, the meeting last week 
took less than an hour as the board conducted routine 
business. 

Shelly Richins was appointed to the Historical 
Commission and Select Board member Norm Hills was 
appointed as the board representative on the Southeastern 
Regional Planning and Economic Development District 
(SRPEDD.) 

Officials announced that the annual Town 
Meeting will be held on Monday, May 8, at Sippican 
Elementary School and the Select Board’s “pre-Town 
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Meeting” will be held on Tuesday, May 2, at the Music 
Hall. Both meetings are scheduled for 6:45 pm. 


One Vote to Decide Green Communities, 


Stretch Code 
Rochester Select Board

The Rochester Select Board made a significant, 
last-minute change to the Annual Town Meeting warrant, 
as they reviewed the draft articles on Monday night. The 
board followed member Brad Morse’s recommendation 
to combine all the measures on the warrant related to 
withdrawing from being a designated Green Community 
into one article. 

Article 29 proposed rescinding the Town 
Meeting’s previous vote to adopt the Stretch energy codes 
that tighten the base building codes in the name of more 
energy-efficient construction but are an expensive part of 
being a Green Community. 

Morse said he wanted to rescind the town’s 
Stretch codes and withdraw from the Green Communities 
program in one article. Town Administrator Glenn 
Cannon said he felt the town should rescind the code 
itself first. Morse wondered aloud what would happen 
if one article passes and the other article fails. This is the 
better way, Morse said, and the board agreed, combining 
both measures into one article. 
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voted to recommend the warrant articles, their discussion 
revealed that another highlight will be a move to change 
the town clerk’s position from elected to appointed. 

Select Board member Paul Ciaburri asked if the 
town would be able to go back to an elected town clerk if 
it so chose after the Town Meeting vote. Town Clerk Paul 
Dawson, attending the meeting remotely on Zoom, said 
he did not know, and the town would have to refer the 
question to Town Counsel. 

Discussion of Article 4, the FY2024 budget, 
featured Select Board member Brad Morse questioning 
why an executive assistant was being upgraded to a 
higher salary. He said this is a position under the Select 
Board office’s jurisdiction and the board should have been 
a part of the personnel decision. Both the Select Board and 
the Finance Committee approved this article but hinted 
they may re-address this concern at Town Meeting. 

The town will be asked to fund $100,000 for the 
first year of a reconstruction plan for Old Colony Regional 
Vocational-Technical High School. An article to fund a 
new storage shed for the Highway Department will be 
removed, as will a move to purchase 15 acres of land on 
Mendell Road, a measure tied to plans to build a new fire 
station. 

In his report following the review, Cannon 
announced that childcare services will be available at 
Rochester Memorial School during the Town Meeting, 
which is scheduled for Monday, May 22. 

In other action, the board approved Police 
Chief Robert Small’s recommendation to appoint Daniel 
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Allende, a resident of Fairhaven, as a new part-time 
Rochester Police officer, and it reappointed Sharon Cruz 
to the Old Colony School Committee. 

The Select Board then approved raising building 
inspection fees and instituting new ground-mounted, 
solar-project inspection fees. Prior to this vote, Cannon 
revealed the state of these fees last July was the reason a 
town building commissioner resigned quickly after taking 
the job last summer. “The building commissioner resigned 
because we hadn’t raised our inspection fees and pay 
in seven years,” Cannon said. “We lost a good building 
inspector because of this.” 

As recommended by current Building 
Commissioner Paul Boucher, the building inspection 
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fee will climb from $25 to $50. The new fees for ground- 
mounted, solar-project inspections will be $12 per 1,000 
square feet of a building and $6 per 1,000 square feet of 
electrical work. 

Next, the panel approved Rochester Country Fair 
president Kelly Sullivan-Morgado’s recommendation that 
structures and other property remaining at the Country 
Fairgrounds on Pine Street all be declared surplus. 

“We've closed the fair,” Sullivan-Morgado said 
with some regret in her voice. “I had to list all of the fair’s 
assets. It was a large list I had to narrow down to small.” 

She said the Select Board must vote what to do 
with all or most of it. The ensuing discussion revealed that 
sheds on the site that were donated by private parties will 
go back to those people. The Fair Committee will donate 
a tractor and a monitoring board to the Westport Fair. 
Money in the town’s Fair Account totaling $18,000 will 
likely be dispersed as scholarships. The town owns three 
box trailers at the site. These are among the items that will 
be declared surplus for Cannon to dispose as he sees fit. 

For the rest of these surplus items, Sullivan- 
Morgado said, “we'll soon get a big dumpster down 
there.” 

The Select Board then appointed a Steering 
Committee for the new Master Plan project. These 
members will be: Arnie Johnson and Nancy Durfee 
to focus on Land Use; Brad Morse, Economic 
Development; Matthew Monteiro, Historic and Land 
Trust; Andrew Daniel, Services and Facilities; Jeff 
Eldridge, Transportation; David Hughes, Open Space 
and Recreation; and Jordan Latham, Natural and Cultural 
Resources. 

The board will next meet on Monday, May 1, at 
6:00 pm at Town Hall, 1 Constitution Way, for an agenda 
that will include signing the warrant for Town Meeting. 


MOU Paves Way for Phase 1b 
Mattapoisett Select Board and Finance Committee

It was received as good news when on April 25, 
three business days after the Mattapoisett Select Board 
meeting held April 20, it was learned that Phase 1b of the 
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Bike Path is to open. 

Select Board member Jordan Collyer, who 
has taken the lead on dealing with the Massachusetts 
Department of Transportation on the Memorandum of 
Understanding, told The Wanderer on Tuesday that they 
have received an acceptable MOU. 

“The board plans on meeting Thursday (April 
27 at 6:00 pm) to review the MOU. I can’t speak for the 
board, but I’m comfortable with it,” said Collyer. 

This comes after the April 20 Select Board 
meeting in which Collyer railed against “name calling” on 
Facebook that he said, “wouldn't solve anything.” He said 
that language and specifically the word “maintenance” 
without a definition as to just exactly what maintenance 
might mean in this context was the problem. 

Now with this resolved, plans are underway for 
opening the security gate and letting the public, at long 
last, enjoy the pathway from Fairhaven to Mattapoisett 
village. 

It took some time on April 20 for the Mattapoisett 
Select Board and Finance Committee to review Article 
One, Elected Officers’ Compensation. The sticking points 
were two pay raises being requested, one by the current 
Town Clerk Catherine Heuberger and the other by the 
Highway Surveyor Garrett Bauer. 

The meeting established which articles the 
board and the committee would support or decline 
support during the May 8 Town Meeting. The board and 
the committee had already reviewed budgets with all 
department heads leading up to the meeting, but Finance 
Committee Chairman Pat Donoghue questioned Bauer’s 
requested $7,500 increase, which would bring his salary 
up to $87,500. 

Donoghue asked, “What message are we sending 
the other town employees? I’m troubled by this.” Member 
Kevin Geraghty said that the salary was originally set at 
a lower level than that of former surveyor Barry Denham, 
who had held the position for over 20 years. 

“Garrett took a haircut, we gave him a reduced 
rate. He runs a good ship,” said Collyer, noting that 
during bad weather, roads remain open, that Bauer has 
a degree and that market rate for a job such as his ranges 
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between $90,000 and $95,000. “If we had to look for a 
qualified person, we’d be paying more,” he said. 

Town Administrator Mike Lorenco noted that 
Bauer holds a CDL license and that when necessary, “...is 
in the ditches doing the work.” 

Also adding her support for the increase was 
Select Board member Jodi Bauer. “He puts in a lot. You 
are getting a lot for your buck. He could be gone,” she 
said. 

Lorenco said that Garrett Bauer had been looking 
at salaries paid in private industry as well as other towns 
to compare. “Yes, increases should be based on merit,” 
said Lorenco, adding that Bauer “was at the low end.” 

Donoghue was steadfast in her belief that it 
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appeared as though elected officials were getting more. 
“I went to Town Hall and said the streets aren't being 
cleaned. I was told we don’t have the people to do the 
work. Why aren’t we looking at that?” she asked. 

Regarding the town clerk’s requested increase of 
$3,600 to a salary of $75,000, Lorenco said Heuberger’s 
current salary of $71,400 was in line with other 
communities. 

When the two groups voted whether or not to 
support the pay increases in Article One, the Finance 
Committee members were all in favor, except Donoghue. 
The Select Board voted unanimously for Article One. 

The proposed compensation in Article One 
reads: Moderator $290 up from $282; Board of Selectmen 
Chairman $5,945 up from $5,829, Board of Selectmen 
members each $5,358 up from $5,253, Assessors each 
$5,358 up from $5,253, Town Clerk $75,000 up from 
$71,400, Board of Health each $678 up from $696, 
Highway Surveyor $87,500 up from $80,000, Mattapoisett 
School Committee each $692 up from $687, Water /Sewer 
Commissioners each $678 up from $692, Tree Warden 
$10,500 up from $10,083, and Herring Inspector $988 up 
from $968. 

While Article One garnered a large piece of the 
meeting, Article Two General Operating Budget was 
swiftly and unanimously (by both the board and the 
committee) supported at $32,405,674. 

Article Three asks voters to appropriate $204,000 
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for OPEB liabilities, Article Four $160,000 appropriation 
for the School Assessment Stabilization Fund, Article Five 
to authorize Departmental Revolving Fund expenditure 
limits, Article Six $45,000 for Cyclical Annual Property 
Revaluation and Town Mapping, Article Seven $4,500 for 
actuarial analysis of the Town’s OPEB liability, Article 
Eight Personnel Schedules and Article Nine Acceptance of 
the Capital Planning Committee report. 

Regarding the Capital Planning Committee 
Requests and planning are listed in Article Ten as follows: 
$20,000 for a security server for local schools, $170,000 
CAT Backhoe/ Loader, $19,000 replacement of fire panel 
in schools, $55,000 Fire Department SUV, $65,000 Police 
cruiser, Road Improvements $250,000, $19,500 school 
kitchen oven, $48,150 roof soffits and gutters for schools, 
$45,000 library carpet replacement lower level, $85,000 
library slate-roof repairs, $35,000 Town Hall study, $20,000 
repair window seals at schools, $25,000 replace VCT 
flooring in schools, $25,000 furniture and equipment 
replacements for Town Hall, $15,000 reorganization, 
repairs and cleanup at the Transfer Station.

Article Thirty 
would ban the sale of “nips” in an effort to control trash 
pollution along public roadways, and Article Thirty-One 
would allow the Town to exit the landfill agreement, 
which is unsigned, with NEXAMP for property located at 
the Transfer Station. 

Before the joint meeting began, the Select Board 
voted to accept July 4" Road Race route changes that will 
now avoid travel along Route 6. They also approved a 
request from Tastebuds for outdoor dining during the 
summer season. The board also approved the spending of 
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$34,450 for test borings on Long Wharf. 

Town-sponsored student scholarships were 
discussed having received two applications recently. The 
fund currently holds $4,500, monies donated by property 
owners. They tabled a decision on how much to gift the 
students. 

The Select Board also voted to appoint Ben 
Church as a full-time Police officer. 

The Mattapoisett Select Board plans to meet on 
Thursday, April 27, at 6:00 pm to review the MOU related 
to the Bike Path. The Annual Town Meeting is scheduled 
for Monday, May 8, at 6:30 pm in the Old Rochester 
Regional High School auditorium. The next regular 
meeting of the Select Board has not been announced. 


Field’s Drainage Plan Approved 
Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals

The April 20 Mattapoisett Zoning Board of 
Appeals meeting issued a Variance and Special Permit to 
David Halle, 23 Grand View Avenue, for the construction 
of a detached 28x32-foot garage but not before hearing 
from abutters regarding flooding issues since construction 
of two homes on the adjacent lots. 

Representing Halle was Bob Field of Field 
Engineering, who listened intently to neighbors’ concerns. 
Field explained in detail plans to tie drainage piping to a 
detention area and the construction of a swale that would 
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provide a barrier to adjoining lots. The board members 
were unanimous in their approval. 

Also heard were requests from Chase Wingate, 42 
River Road, seeking a Special Permit for the construction 
of a family-related apartment for Debra Martin. The 
parcel is a 3.85 acre site allowing for setbacks as required 
by zoning regulations. Member Jordan Rodrigues 
commented, “We regularly allow these.” The Special 
Permit was unanimously approved. 

Also unanimously approved were Special 
Permits for Andrew Perkins, 10 Pinehurst Avenue, for 
the construction of a 12x24-foot addition, and Mark Hall 
for the construction of a single-family home on Laurel 
Street. This project has also been conditioned by the 
Conservation Commission. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning 
Board of Appeals has been scheduled for Thursday, May 
18, at 6:00 pm if there are cases to be heard. 


Fire Chief Pleased with Concept 
Rochester Public Safety Facility Feasibility Study Committee

Rochester Fire Chief Scott Weigel liked what he 
saw in the Master Plan-type development presented by 
Cambridge-based architect Ted Galante during Tuesday’s 
public meeting of the Rochester Public Safety Facility 
Feasibility Study Committee. 

“That's pretty good, pretty much what we talked 
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about on the Fire Department side,” said Weigel. 

The last version seen by Rochester Chief of Police 
Robert Small had been different, but he, too, eagerly 
looked forward to digesting a print version of Tuesday’s 
presentation and giving Galante the feedback he requests. 

Public-safety-building-specific construction costs, 
according to two independent estimators, said Galante, 
rose $40 within a week’s time from $820 per square foot 
to $860. 

The conceptual design was divided into three 
categories: modifications to the existing Police Station, a 
new Fire Station proposed for the Fairgrounds near the 
Acushnet town line and a potential substation off High 
Street. 

Hard construction costs are estimated to be 
$24,131,000 for a new, 28,000 square-foot fire station, 
$7,300,000 for a renovated, expanded police station and 
$8,182,040 for a substation. 

Soft costs, which were not discussed, are believed 
by committee members to reach one third of the hard 
construction costs. 

Achieving a conceptual design is but a baby step 
in what is expected to be a lengthy process that may not 
make it to Town Meeting floor until 2024. 

Galante, who appeared live via Zoom to a hybrid 
meeting evenly divided between remote participants 
and those in the Town Hall meeting room, said he will 
send the committee members digital and print versions 
aimed at developing a conceptual design reflecting 
conversations with respective Fire and Police personnel. 

With Rochester population expected to 
significantly increase via east-side projects such as 
Steen Realty’s approved but not yet built residential / 
commercial development at the junction of Routes 28 
and 58, services will be needed and response time to 
emergencies significantly shortened. A High Street 
substation would cut in half the current response time to 
the Route 28 area. 

Meantime, the existing Police Station is being 
targeted for a makeover that would replace the existing 
sallyport and small meeting room with site modifications 
and the addition of a new, expanded sallyport and a one- 
story extension. 

Galante plans to expand the 2,300 square-foot 
building to use existing attic space. Noting that the 
upstairs is limited by lower ceilings in some areas, he 
suggested only some of the space is usable for items such 
as the evidence office, records and armory. Washrooms 
and locker rooms would remain in place, but renovation 
of a portion of the building would attempt to capture all 
of the programming. 

“There’s not a ton of expansion up in that area, 
but it makes sense to use some of that attic space,” he 
said. 

Expansion would result in 5,400 square feet 
of new building area. The reconstruction would bring 
about an expanded bay and processing, booking, holding 
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and cells all in one, secured area. Administrative offices 
and interrogation would be adjacent. Revisions would 
include an IT room and placeholders for different existing 
elements. 

Work would also be done to get the HVAC 
equipment off the ground. 

The proposed ground floor of the new Fire Station 
combines a 118x96-foot apparatus bay attached to a 
99x105-foot operations center. 

On the second floor would be two sets of stairs, 
one earmarked for egress and another designed to operate 
in both directions. There would be a retreat area, bunk 
rooms with windows to the outside, each room using 
gender-nonspecific restrooms. Fitness and laundry would 
also be located upstairs, and the fitness room located 
strategically placed to avoid bringing noise into the 
downstairs training room. 

The 80x90-foot substation is based on a 9.514 
square-foot space aimed solely at function and proximity 
to an emerging need. 

“We think they’re at a pretty good design place 
for feedback from the departments,” said Galante. “We're 
not trying to do anything fancy here...” 

Committee member Andrew Daniel suggested 
copying plans for the Fire Department’s exercise room in 
the renovated Police Station if possible. Galante agreed. 

Once Small has had ample opportunity to inspect 
the conceptual design presented Tuesday, he will meet 
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with Galante to offer specific feedback. 

“We'll probably have a good amount of this 
wrapped up in the next two to three weeks,” said Galante. 

Due to problems with audio transmission of the 
Zoom call during comments attempted from the Town 
Hall meeting room, the call was switched to speaker 
phone. Galante asked for follow-up comments. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Public Safety 
Facility Feasibility Study Committee has not been 
scheduled. 


Applications Need Sprucing 
Rochester Planning Board

The Rochester Planning Board critically reviewed 
rather than approved the projects they were presented on 
Tuesday night. 

The panel started with informal discussions 
over site plans for a marijuana retail establishment on 
Cranberry Highway and a native tree and wildflowers 
nursery at 157 Vaughn Hill Road. 

Megan’s Organic Market, the marijuana retail 
facility, will be located at 621 County Road and will 
be one of two stores on a 7,500 square-foot pad. It will 
include 44 parking spaces, a front entrance for customers 
and a rear entrance for deliveries, and all drainage will be 
underground, said project representative Phil Cordeiro. 

Board member Ben Bailey expressed concern that 
the marijuana shop, according to the measurement scale 
on the informal plan, might sit less than 500 feet away 
from a daycare center, which state law forbids. Board 
Chairman Arnold Johnson instructed Cordeiro to return 
with the list of waivers being requested on the project’s 
formal application. 

Charles Anderson said he and his wife Jennifer 
are from Virginia, where their nursery business started, 
and have recently moved to Mattapoisett. “Tree Talk 
Natives” on Vaughn Hill Road is his wife’s creation. On 
2% acres will sit an 8x10-foot shed, a parking area and 
strips of land for the trees and shrubs that will be grown 
in large pots. “We grow everything from seedlings,” he 
said. 

Board members criticized the plan the Andersons 
presented as not being as detailed as the panel needs them 
to be for a firm, formal decision. They even criticized the 
list of waivers presented as too vague. 

The Andersons said they were trying to avoid the 
huge expense of an engineered plan but agreed to create a 
more formal, detailed layout plan and return with it with 
their formal application. 

Next, the board reviewed the draft decision to 
approve a canopied, solar-energy array at Rochester 
Memorial School. Here, too, the panel stopped short of 
voting a decision. 

Project representatives asked if the screening of 
the site from abutters had to be completed by the time 
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construction started. The board responded pointedly that 
this was, indeed, an important requirement. “With every 
one of our solar projects,” Johnson said, “we’ve required 
building the screen first. We’ve never wavered from that. 

The ensuing discussion also revealed the 
construction may still be ongoing when the 2023-24 
school year begins in September. 

The board said that means more revisions to 
the draft plan. A life safety plan must now be included. 
Johnson said that plan will be added, “Then maybe we 
can bring this to a vote.” 

Next, the board reviewed a complaint from 
Conservation Commission member William Clapp that 
when he met with the board on November 16 seeking 
approval of two 1-1 lots, he was wronged when Johnson 
said his lots “don’t pass muster.” 

It made him consider spending money on his 
plans on the assumption Johnson was right. Clapp 
asked for Johnson's apology for being wrong about his 
lots. He recently told The Wanderer he would go to the 
Ethics Commission if he did not receive that apology. “If 
I took his advice,” Clapp said, “I would have lost out on 
developing a second lot that would have caused me a 
financial hardship.” 

Johnson apologized, but Bailey added that the 
Planning Board did approve Clapp’s lots that night and 
asserted that Clapp would have had no loss to take to an 
Ethics-based lawsuit. “If you made a financial decision 
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based on a rumor, that’s on you,” said Bailey. 

Clapp said he was satisfied. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
was not announced upon adjournment. 


MassDEP Takes Case 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

The April 24 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission included a request by the 
commission that the Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection take over a case, given the local 
commission has heretofore not received property-owner 
compliance. 

The issues stem from disturbances on a coastal 
bank located at 41 Cove Street owned by William Sylvia. 
The commission received notification that beach sand 
that would have required soil analysis was being added 
to the barrier beach on the property without permission. 
Chairman Mike King said the DEP would review the 
Order of Conditions originally issued to Sylvia and work 
towards compliance. 

Another case that included noncompliance 
became part of a Notice of Intent filing by Earl Miranda, 
to whom the commission has reached out over the past 
several years regarding activities on his 28 Meadowbrook 
Lane property. 

After the commission was alerted by the 
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Assessor’s Office that possible, unpermitted activities 
were taking place on property owned by Miranda, the 
commission contacted him so he might explain his 
plan for the property. On April 24, David Davignon of 
Schneider, Davignon & Leone, Inc., represented Miranda 
and rolled out his plan. That NOI filing was for the 
construction of a 24x24-foot detached garage. 

The Assessor’s Office had reported to the 
commission that changes to the property and building 
were valued at more than $25,000 but had not been 
reported or permitted. Wishing to bring matters to an 
amicable closure, King asked Davignon to set up a 


preconstruction meeting that would grant the commission 
the opportunity to make a site visit and advise Miranda 
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on what he could and could not do on the property 
pursuant to the Wetlands Protection Act. Davignon 
agreed that would be beneficial. 

In other business, a Request for Determination of 
Applicability filed by Michael Esposito for improvements 
to his drainage system received a Negative Determination 
of Applicability. A NOI filed by Dennis Arsenault, Brandt 
Island Road, for the construction of a single-family home 
was conditioned. 

ANOI filed by Stephen Cook Family Realty 
Trust, 7 Holly Street, for the installation of a new septic 
system was conditioned but not before Conservation 
Agent Brandon Faneuf voiced his concerns that part of 
the groundwater drainage system might “squeeze” the 
groundwater, causing it to push up and possibly flood 
neighboring yards. King said he had confidence in the 
design Davignon presented. The NOI was conditioned. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for Monday, May 
22, at 6:30 pm.

anticipated by Marion as a member of a six-town, state- 
sponsored Southcoast Public Health Collaborative. 
Marion has used initial funds to purchase software to help 
process information related to inspections. 

“As time goes on, they’re going to see what we 
need, and they’re going to help us with our needs. At this 
point, I don’t think we have a lot of needs. I think we look 
very good,” said Dr. John Howard, who estimated Marion 
is at 86% of the state standard. 

Marion Health Director Lori Desmarais explained 
that the town has participated in an involved, three-part 
survey requiring many documents on various subjects 
under the board’s purview. The state developed CART by 
breaking down recommendations, which includes hiring 
shared staff such as a shared-services coordinator and an 
inspector. 

CART is trying to generate more than the $300,000 
at its disposal, and one of the hires will seek grant funding 
for the collaborative. 

Through the collaborative, Marion purchased 
Relevant software that is being used for inspections 
of restaurants, camps and housing. “It kind of brings 
everything together,” said Desmarais. 

The Select Board has signed off on the 
Intermunicipal Agreement (IMA), and legal counsel is 
reviewing the contract. (KP Law, Marion’s Town Counsel, 
also represents Westport, according to Howard.) 

In referencing the Public Health Excellent Grant, 
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Howard noted that some towns and small cities lack full- 
time personnel for health services. “Hence, the EPA said 
they'd try to help ... we’re in very good shape, I think, 
especially for a small town,” he said. 

Dr. Ed Hoffer attended the meeting via Zoom 
from France. “They said things were going global and 
now I know it,” said Howard, noting that the Board of 
Health is Marion’s first to hold an international public 
meeting. 

Regarding the permit issued the owner of 406

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foundation,” explained Desmarais. “The board may 
consider rescinding the variance request.” 

Board member Albin Johnson sought to clarify 
if there had been a Title 5 approval, but Desmarais 
said that was not part of the application. Under a new 
construction even with the same number of bedrooms, the 
guidelines have changed as new construction means new 
requirements including a nitrogen-reducing septic system. 
The board sent a letter to the homeowner and to engineer 
Rick Charon, who intends to submit a revised plan. 

The board discussed the matter and voted 
unanimously to rescind the original variance. 

In other septic updates, the board is waiting to 
hear back from Dave Davignon regarding 4 North Drive. 
The board voted to approve in concert with George 
Heufelder’s conditioned approval of work at 88 Indian 
Cove Road. The board is waiting on Heufelder regarding 
1 West Drive. 

In her Health Agent Update to the board, Shallyn 
Rodriguez told the board that eight food inspections were 
conducted, including three new establishments and some 
special events. Rodriguez said the inspections “did well.” 

In regards to Chapter 2 housing inspections 
and complaint updates, the owner of 28 Pitcher Street 
indicated that the vendor hired to perform work at the 
property has fallen ill but was expected to begin within 
eight to 10 days, Rodriguez reported. “We need to stay on 
top of that one,” said Howard. 
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A house in disrepair at 165 County Road was 
seen by Rodriguez and Marion Building Commissioner 
Bob Grillo, who reportedly found the property to be a 
hazard with its basement area open in several areas with 
windows missing. 

The town reached out to the owner with an 
ultimatum to repair or demolish. Johnson noted that local 
developer Sherman Briggs has a sand pit abutting the 
property. Desmarais was awaiting an email from the other 
stating intentions. 

In her Public Health Director update, Desmarais 
updated the board on disease, and Plymouth County’s 
plans to spray for mosquito control. She said she has 
updated the website and would send an email blast. 
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The public can contact Plymouth County to perform 

a standing-water check. Last year, Marion found one 
infected mosquito. As of May 22, the town will be taking 
requests for spraying private property (marionma.gov.) 

Marion will be among several towns to receive 
rabies vaccination distribution done May 9-12 by air and 
from May 7 to June 3 by station. 

As of April 18 per the CDC, the COVID-19 
vaccine is no longer available to the general public, but 
ages 65-and-over remain eligible to receive another 
booster shot. Desmarais said she was waiting on state 
recommendations. 

Desmarais also told the board that Marion 
Finance Director Judy Mooney and Board of Health 
administrator Maureen Murphy visited Westport to get a 
better handle on the Betterment program that is not part 
of the collaborative. 

Desmarais is preparing an updated schedule of 
fees to address food establishments that currently do not 
have seasonal inspections. 

Johnson noted that permitting funds go into the 
town’s general budget and do not directly strengthen the 
Board of Health budget. “I’d like to keep the fees as low 
as possible. It’s kind of double taxation,” he said. 

Hoffer said the whole idea is, “if you have to keep 
going back and back, it should hurt a little bit.” Howard 
and Johnson agreed. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of Health 
was not scheduled upon adjournment. 


Perry Back in Saddle 
Marion Marine Resources Commission

Marion Harbormaster Isaac Perry made his first 
appearance before the Marion Resources Commission 
since he recovered from a winter back surgery. Perry 
began with “a huge thank you to Adam (Murphy) and 
Dave (Wilson) for keeping the ball rolling while I was out. 

“(Their efforts) really made the transition from 
surgery and recovery back to working quite a bit easier 
than I thought it was going to be,” said Perry. 

Perry’s summary of Harbor Management and 
Capital Projects included a report that the town had 
collected $121,000 in revenue as of the MRC’s April 17 
public meeting and estimated that with fee increases, 
there is another $400,000 left to collect. 

The Marine Center, he said, will be on the Special 
Fall Town Meeting warrant. The town hopes to get it out 
to bid sometime in the summer, at which point Marion 
will have concrete numbers to put before voters. 

Deputy Harbormaster / Shellfish Officer Adam 
Murphy is taking a conservative stance this year on 
oysters. 

After reporting that shellfish is coming in for 
propagation specific to what is owed to Marion, he

As a selfless person who found joy in helping others, 
she spent time helping her friends, family and the elderly 
every chance she could. 

Surviving in addition to her husband are her daughters, 
Beverly Rebelo and her husband Eric and Tammy Alves and

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told the MRC he is not doing oysters, noting that Tabor 
Academy still has 150,000 continuing to grow, MRC 
member Scott Cowell asked Murphy about buying scallop 
seed. 

Murphy said he has not. 

“My goal would be to meet with the town 
administration and figure out, one, the propagation 
permits and the fees and where all the money’s going 
and work to figure out what we can spend on buying 
larger seed so that we can put out,” he said. “It costs 


more money to buy it, but I’d like to not waste money on 
smaller seed or scallops or oysters, whatever we decide, 
and use the money that we're generating for propagation 
and actually buy the animals larger that we can put out 
with a better survivability and more of an abundance. 

“So instead of just throwing money away, if you 
will, I figured we'd take a step back this year and figure 
out how many permits we’re selling and kind of study it 
a little bit, figure out what kind of revenue we’re bringing 
in, and then figure out what's the best course of action as

The Last Waltz (1978). With the Band, Bob Dylan and 
many others. Directed by Martin Scorsese. Running 
time: 116 minutes. MPAA rating: PG. Available on 
physical and streaming home media. 

What is it about the Band? They sounded 
contemporary yet ancient — not really rock, not really 
country or blues or bluegrass, yet somehow all these 
things at once. Their songs were concise yet epic, steeped 
in bitter American history, though four-fifths of the Band 
were Canadian. They were a contradiction, and Martin 
Scorsese’s film The Last Waltz — which celebrates its 
45th anniversary on April 26 — catches all their aspects, 
including being a great live band performing live for the 
last time. 

The first thing I noticed is that The Last Waltz sort 
of plays as Scorsese’s unofficial Robert De Niro/ Harvey 
Keitel team-up: does anyone else see the De Niro 
of Mean Streets in the quirky Rick Danko, or the younger 
Keitel in the anguished guitar grimaces of Robbie 
Robertson? Scorsese himself is heard and sometimes seen 
interviewing various Band members, looking more or less 
the same he did in his troubling Taxi Driver cameo. This 
was intense, coke-fueled ’70s Scorsese, not the avuncular 
old wizard we know today, and Scorsese never smiles; he 
takes the musicians’ often rambling answers very, very 
seriously. At times, Scorsese plays up the artifice of the 
interviews, leaving in a few shots that call attention to the 
very act of filming; at one point, Robertson asks Scorsese 
to ask a question again so he can re-answer from the top, 
and Scorsese leaves that in, too. 

All of this gives the sense that the dissolution of 
the Band as a touring group is of unspeakable national 
import and must be recorded for posterity. The guest 
list certainly suggests a one-time-only event. Old 
confederate Ronnie Hawkins ambles on, ready for a party. 
An obviously coked-up Neil Young, as unstable and 
scruffy as Jack Nicholson’s Jack Torrance, grins madly 
and works his jaw all the way through “Helpless.” I 
don’t know whether the air-punching, high-kicking Van 
Morrison is stoned or drunk, but my money’s on drunk. 
Neil Diamond stands far apart from everyone on stage, 
seeming drastically out of place (Robertson wanted him 
there, nobody else did). Joni Mitchell adds some sorely- 
needed estrogen to an otherwise masculine bacchanal 
(though Emmylou Harris also turns up in one of two 
studio-filmed segments that, while beautifully shot, seem 
out of sync with the live footage). Clapton pops in and 
shreds; Muddy Waters burns down the house. Finally Bob 
Dylan deigns to descend from the heavens and grace us 
with his presence, though, as per his stipulation, only two 


of the five songs he performed were filmed. 

With an army of great cinematographers (Michael 
Chapman, Laszl6 Kovacs, Vilmos Zsigmond, among 
others) at his command, Scorsese keeps the camerawork 
steady, never resorting to lookit-me whip-pans or flashy 
editing. The music was infamously overdubbed, and 
Robertson’s singing is seen but not heard (his mike was 
turned off); the result is The Perfect Concert, obviously 
fussed-over to make it as iconic and definitive as possible. 
Of the Band members, the one who pops out the most 
is ol’ Levon Helm, the group’s sole genuine American, 

a son of Arkansas who howls out Robertson’s odes to 
Americana so soulfully you’d swear the songs had been 
around forever. That voice seems to issue from the gnarled 
tree branches of southern swamps. (Helm also gives 

the least of himself to the camera during the interview 
segments — he wasn’t into the idea of the film at all.) 
Second place might go to Rick Danko, filing a majestically 
despondent reading of “It Makes No Difference.” 

The Last Waltz is celebratory yet elegiac, sodden 
with the passing of an era. It was 1976, and the twin horns 
of punk and disco were about to impale arena rock for 
a while. The Band was huge, but also seemed more like 
musicians’ musicians; they had their own sound, which 
seemed to die along with the ’70s (though the Band 
later went on without Robertson). Scorsese, himself at 
a personal and career crossroads at the time, caught the 
exhaustion and elation of the performance. Everyone 
onstage has been at it for so many years the music feels 
instinctual — it’s Scorsese the then-young master paying 
tribute to older masters. Mostly, everyone is playing 
to and for their stagemates, not to or for the big-ticket 
audience members — or us. We're crashing an epic party. 

It’s a real end-of-the-’70s document, an ideal 
dovetailing of image and sound to evoke a mood and 
a moment. It’s as personal and obsessive a Scorsese 
film as any other from the period, somehow expressing 
a fast-lane urban sensibility even during those long 
slow takes of rural-roots anthems. The filmmaking is 
superbly controlled yet spontaneously alive. The Last 
Waltz transcends its origins as a “concert film” and 
becomes something larger and more mysterious, a 
playground of the gods, a requiem for a certain kind of 
performance event, a true last waltz in which the lastness 
is less important than the waltz. 
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far as spending that money on what’s appropriate for the 
community.” 

“You should start looking,” said Cowell, “because 
they usually don’t become available until back of July.” 

“I’ve got to figure out how much money we can 
spend,” said Murphy. “We have $6,000 that we usually 
spend, so we have the up-waller, we have the quahog 
seed coming, but like I said, I didn’t want to buy oyster 
seed just to spend the money. We’re walking across 
oysters at this point.” 

MRC Chairman Vin Malkoski referenced the 
winter appearance of Finance Director Judy Mooney 
and suggested it’s time to revisit the subject of indirect 
expenses, especially with the new revenue resulting from 
increased fees. 

MRC member Peter Borsari addressed the 
controversial matter of indirect costs to the Harbormaster 
Department, asserting that the town unfairly holds down 
the Waterways Account. 

Malkoski acknowledged that the town can legally 
take 50% of excise taxes. “But where it gets fuzzy,” he 
said, “is the discussions we had about the dinghy slips 
because those are bottom-anchored. And some of the 
other things where money’s being withdrawn that again, 
we contend. ... Where that money comes from is part of 
the discussion.” 

“We were told that the money never left,” said 
Borsari. 

“That reality is, it’s not in the Waterways Account, 
and it’s being shown on the town record as being used for 
these other purposes,” said Malkoski. 

“A portion of the indirects are costs that are 
generated by the (Harbormaster) Department,” said 
Perry, rattling off insurance policies, fuel and electricity as 
examples. 

Borsari insisted he had been instructed that those 
monies are not taken away from the Waterways Account 
and said the matter remains confusing. 

Murphy clarified that he had spoken on the 
matter at the MRC’s last meeting and said he is still 
seeking answers “on where, why, when and how” of 
indirect costs that also left him confused. 
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The dinghy dock revenues of $48,000, said 
Murphy, go into the general fund rather than the 
Waterways Account. “But the Waterways (Account) is 
supporting that through our budget to maintain it, so 
there’s a lot of things on there that I don’t think the town 
understands what goes into supporting that general-fund 
money.” 

Murphy suggested it’s the MRC’s mission 
to make the town understand the Harbormaster 
Department's plight. 

“The floats in particular, that’s a 10-A permit, all 
day just like anyone’s mooring permit out there. There’s 
no difference,” said Perry. “So how that revenue goes 
toward the General Fund versus the Waterways Account 
is beyond me. I know the Finance director is going to look 
into that. That’s another thing we have to make sure of 
because, like you said, that’s a big chunk of change.” 

Vice Chairman Greg Houdelette noted that the 
FY24 budget has been finalized for the May 8 Town 
Meeting, so there is no great rush to iron out the matter. 

“Let me be clear, none of us are suggesting that 
the money is going someplace it shouldn’t go. It’s being 
used (by the town),” said Malkoski, who also noted that 
by state law, the harbor cannot serve as a profit source for 
the town. 

Cowell finds it unacceptable that the three-person 
Harbormaster Department is hired at will and is not 
under contract like every other department head. Police 
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reform has complicated their roles. 

MRC member Chery] Souza suggested the 
commissioners can appropriately plan a course of action 
once it’s known how things will shake out from the Police 
Department side of the matter. 

Perry also reported that he anticipated Tabor 
Academy’s “day of service” to yield assistance in 
preparing boats for community service and plans to 
freshen up Island Wharf. Floats, he said, would be in the 
water two to three weeks behind last year’s schedule 
but in time for most boaters who arrive near the end of 
May and the beginning of June. Channel markers were 
expected over the final two weeks of April. 

The Department of Public Works and the Water 
Dept, said Perry, will help the Harbormaster Department 
replace the sewer line at Island Wharf. 

The sea wall at Island Wharf requires the filing 
of a Request for Determination of Applicability with the 
Conservation Commission. Conservation Agent Doug 
Guey-Lee assisted in the preparation of the application. 

The new motor purchased through grant funding 
last year has been installed in the pump-out boat. 

“Big thanks to (Murphy and Wilson) keeping the 
lights on while I was away,” said Perry. 

The next meeting of the Marine Resources 
Commission is scheduled for Monday, May 15, at 7:00 pm.

Here is what you should do if hydrant 
flushing is taking place in your neighborhood: 

: If possible, avoid using water while the hydrant 
flushing is taking place. By not using water from 
the tap (cold or hot) or running appliances that use 
water (dishwashers and washing machines), you 
can prevent discolored water from entering your 
household plumbing system altogether. 

- If you encounter discolored water following 
hydrant flushing, run the cold water taps only. 

- Do not use hot water taps throughout your home 
at bathroom sinks, tubs, kitchen faucets, etc. for 5 
to 15 minutes, or until water clears.

Buzzards Bay Water Quality 
Improved since 2015 

In its quinquennial State of Buzzards Bay Report, 
the Buzzards Bay Coalition points to three drivers that 
led to an uptick in the overall Bay Health Score, the first 
increase since the organization began tracking Bay health 
in this way in 2003. The report's findings also caution that 
changes attributed to climate change, including warmer 
weather and rising sea levels, may soon outpace these 
gains. 

Based on a rubric with nine criteria, a “perfect 
score” of 100 is based on the state of the bay as 
documented by European explorers at the time of 
colonization in 1602. Given the significant human activity 
that has occurred in the centuries since, the Coalition 
estimates that a restored, healthy Buzzards Bay would 
likely score a 75. The newly issued report pins today’s 
score at 46. 

According to Coalition President Mark 
Rasmussen, “This is the first time since we began these 
assessments in 2003 that we’ve seen the Bay Score 
improved. It’s a win for the bay’s restoration, but the 
score would have increased even more were it not for 
the damage that climate change is already having on our 
Bay.” 

Rasmussen attributes the good news regarding 
the bay’s health to a reduction in both nitrogen and toxic 
pollution, pointing to actions at the federal and local 
levels. Ongoing attention and amendments to the Clean 
Air Act have helped to reduce environmental pollutants 
falling on the Bay from fossil fuel burning power plants 
and automobiles. And town-based initiatives — including 
an increase in sewering and requirements for nitrogen- 
reducing septic systems — are also helping to move the 
needle. He also describes the forest cover of the bay’s 
watershed, at 76-percent, as its “secret sauce” when 
comparing Buzzards Bay to other, more degraded East 
Coast waterbodies, like the Chesapeake. 

There were declines in the Watershed Health

scores however, which Vice President for Watershed 
Protection Brendan Annett tied to an increase in 
development and the loss of forested lands to solar farms, 
“More than 600-acres of forest have been lost since 2015 
to the creation of solar farms. The use of alternate energy, 
including solar, is key to the bay’s long-term health, but 
we want to ensure that the development of these facilities 
doesn’t occur adjacent to stream buffers and other 
forested areas that are vital to bay and watershed health.” 

Salt marsh loss has also contributed to lower 
Watershed Health scores, which Coalition’s Vice President 
for Bay Science Rachel Jakuba, Ph.D. attributes to climate 
change- driven rising sea level as well as human-made 
alterations. She also warns about the impacts of rising 
water temperatures on the local environment, “Warming 
water caused by climate change is creating a more 
welcoming environment for bacteria and will — over time 
— make it more difficult for living resources like eelgrass, 
bay scallops and river herring to thrive.” Eelgrass serves 
as a vital habit for a broad range of marine life, including 
bay scallops, while river herring are a “foundation fish,” 
an important part of the bay’s ecosystem on which striped 
bass, bluefish and other sportfish feed.
